Conditions for 
Treaty Agreed by 
Austria, Russia 


MOSCOW (IP)—Austria and the So­ 
viet Union concluded 
an agree­ 
ment on conditions for an Austrian 
state treaty today. 
Both govern­ 
ments prepared t» issue an im m e­ 
diate call for a five power confer­ 
ence to sell it to the West. 
It was one of the most signifi­ 
cant breaks in the diplomatic log­ 
jam of the cold war. 


But the W estern powers, which 
iinust agree before any Austrian 
treaty is signed, waited cautiously 
for a look at the small print be­ 
fore hoping for a final agreement.
